From all which, theſe following Things are conſidera- 
ble, and, gugkt to be conſidered of all that defire to fear 
Gop aright 

1. THERE was a Neceſſity of God's Love in ſending 
his Son to die for us; without which he had not come 
to die, 1 John iv. 10. 

2, THrere was a Neceſſity of Chriff s Love in dying 
for us ; without which, the Goſpel could not be preach- 
E t C. xv. 98 

. THERE was a Neceſſity of the Goſpel's being 
preached; without which there could have been no be- 
lieving, Rom. x. 14, 15, 17. 

4. THzeRE is a Neceſſity of our believing the Got- 

pel ; without which we cannot be juſtified from our Sins 
by Faith in the Blood of Chrif, Rom. iii. 25. 
5. Turk is a Neceſſity of our being juſtified by 
Faith in the Blood of Chrift; without which we cannot 
come to know that He deve us, and auh us frem 
cur Sins in his own Blood, Rev. i. 5. 

6. Turse is a Neceſſity of our knowing his Love 


wherewith He firſt loved us ; without which we cannot 


love Him again: For wwe /ove Him, becauſe He loved 
us firſt, 1 John iv. 19. 

7. THERE is a Neceſſity of our loving Chri/? who 
loved us firſt ; without which we cannot keep his Com- 
mandments, For, this is Lowe, that we keep his Com- 
mandments ; and his Commandments are not grievous, 
1 John v. 3. 

8. THERE is a Neceſſity of our keeping his Com- 


mandments, and obeying his Voice; y.1:hout which, 
we 


\ 
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we cannot inherit the Promiſes, nor be Heirs of eternal 
Life. For, Chriſt is become the Author of eternal Sal- 


vation to all thoſe that obey Him, Heb. v. 9. And, 4: 


bleſſed are they which do his Commandments, that they 
may have Right to the Tree of Life, and enter in through 
the Gates inte the City, Rev. xxii. 14. And, wFbave 
need of Patience, that after we have done the Will of 
Gop, -we might inherit the Promiſes, Heb. x. 36. For 
the Doers of the Lord's Work are blefſed in their Deeds, 
James i. 25. But to thoſe that are contentious, and do 
not obey the Truth, but obey Unrighteouſneſs, he will ren- 
der Indignation and Wrath, Tribulation and An uit upon 
every Soul of Man that doeth evil. And, Thoſe who will 
not hear Him (even Chriſt, that great Prophet) in 40 
Things whatſoever He ſhall ſay unto them, ſoall be de- 
Areyed from among his People, with an everlaſiing De- 
Hruction from the Preſence of Gon, and from the Glory 
of his Power, when He ball come in flaming Fire, to ren- 
der Vengeance on them that know not Gop, and obey not 
the Goſpel of our Lok d Jeſus Chriſt, See Rom. ii. 8,.9. 
As iii. 22, 23. 2 T. i. 7, 8, 9. " | 
By all which we ſee, that there is as great a Neceſ- 
ſity of our keeping the Commandments and Ordinances 
of Chri/t, as there was of Gop's ſending his Son to die 
for us, and as there was of Chri/f's dying for our Sins, 
and riſing again for our Juſtification : For, without 
Faith in Chrift, and Obedience to Chriſt, there is no- 
Promiſe of Lite and Salvation by Chriſt. 
ALL which may ſerve ſharply to reprove three Sorts 
of People. SER | 
Firſt, Taoss which are ignorant, and know not 
Chrift, nor his Commands, what they are; and are 
contented with their Ignorance, and think to make that 
a Cloak for their Sins. My 
Secondly, Tnoss which are careleſs, and when they 
know Gop, and Chri/f, and his Commandments, will 
not do them, but preſume upon Mercy and Salvation 
without obeying of Chrift. Theſe are thoſe which think 


to be faved by Faith only, without doing the Will and 
Work of Gop in their Generation; the which Fam. 
B 3 calleth

calleth wain Men, James ji. 14/7 ”, 20. ſaying, What 


doth it profit if they have Faith, and not Works ? Can 
Faith ſave them? But avilt thou know, O vain Man, 
that Faith without Works is dead? Was not Abraham 
our Father juſtified by Works, when he had offered up his 
Son Tac ? Seeft thou not hew Faith wrought with his 


Wirks, and by Works was his Faith wade perfecm? 


Thirdly, Ir ſerves. to reprove thoſe moſt ſharply, 
who after they have known 'the Truth, and walked 
therein, having ta/terd the good Word of God, and found 
it ſweet and pleaſant to their Souls, and have had their 
Hearts raviſhed with the Pcavers and Conſolations of 
the World to come; if they fall axvay, and turn from the 
holy Commandments. once delivered to them, their latter 
End cvill be averſe than their Beginning. And, it had 
been better for them they had never known the Way of 
Truth : For they chiefly ſhall he puniſhed, 2 Pet. ii. 9, 
10, 11, 12, 13, 14, 15, 16, 17, 18, 19, 20, 21. For in 
them is fulfilled the true Proverb : The Dog is turned to 
tis own Vomit again; and the Sew that was woſhea, 
to her wollowwing in the Mire, Ver. 22. X 

Bur it may be ſome yet will ſay, All this is nothing 
to many Theuſands in the World, that never heard of 
God, or Chriſt. ; 

To which I anſwer with the Words of Paul, Rom. x. 
18. But have they not heard? Tes werily ; their Sound 
avent into all the Earth, and their Words unto the Ends 
of the World. And again, Ads xxvi. 26. Paul faith, 
He was perſwaded, that none of thoſe Things were hid- 
den, for it was not done in a Corner. And certain it is, 
that the Knowledge of God is manifeſt throughout the 
World. For, P/al. xix. The Heavens declare the Glory 
of Gop, and the Firmament fhrweth his handy Work : 
Day unto. Day uttercth Speech, and Night unto Night 
Sheaveth Knowledge: And, There is no Language ner 
Sprech avhere their Voice is not heard. ©

1. Tur Prophet Jaiab, Chap. Iii. 4, 5, 6, faith 
* thus : Surely be hath borne aur Griefs, and carried our 
Sorrows ; Yet wwe did efteem Him firicken, | ſmitten of 
God and aflifed. But He «vas wounded for our Tranſ- 
grefſions, He wwas bruiſed for our Iniquities, and the Chaſt- 
iJement of our Peace was upon Him: And with his Stripes 
abe are healed. All we, like Sheep, bade gone afiray, 
eve have every one returned ta his own Way : And the 
Loxp hath laid an Him the Iniquities of us all. Thus 
Jaiab ſheweth plainly, that the Iniquities of all thoſe 
that went aſtray, were laid upon Crit.

Thus have all the Pro- 
phets, with one Conſent, teſtified, that Gop laid upon 
Chrift the Iniquities of all that are gone aſtray ; that 
He was the Lamb of Gop that taketh away the Sin of 
the World, that all Men through Him might believe; 
and that through his Name, whoſoever believeth in 
Him, ſhould receive Remiſſion of Sins. 

Lizzw1sE the Angel of Gop teſtifieth (Luke ii. 10.) 
the ſame Thing in Effect, ſaying : Fear not, for I bring 
you glad Tidings of great Foy, which fhall be to all Peo- 
ple; which was, that there was born unto them that 
Day in the City of David a Saviour, which was Chriſt 
the Lok D. By all which it ſtill appeareth, that Chrif 
died for all Men, or elſe it could not be glad Tidings 
of great Joy to a// People; but rather ſad Tidings to all 
thoſe for whom he died not, if there were any ſuch. 

AnD now we come to the Words of Chrift Himſelf, 
who knew his own Buſineſs better than any Man elſe: 
And therefore if his Teftimony agreeth with thoſe that 
have gone before, we muſt needs be convinced that it 
KS a Truth. For which, ſee John iii. 14, 15, 16. in 

' theſe 
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theſe Words: 4s Moſes lifted up the Serpent in the . 
derneſs, even ſo muſt the Son of Man be liſted up, that 
whyſocver believeth in Him foould not periſh, but have 
cverlafling Life. Vet Gop /o loved the World,” that be 
rave his ily bigottti' Ser, that evhoſaewer belituath in 
Him ſbould not periſh, but have ewerlaſling Life; &c. 'For 
Gop ſent not bis Sou to condenin the World, but that the 
World through Him might bs ſaved. Thus we ſee the 
Words of 2 agree with the Words of the Prophets: 
Therefore it muſt needs be owned for a Truth, that 
Chriſt died for all, as aforeſa iu. 
Asp now we will hear what the Apoſtle ſpeaks con- 
cerning this Thing,” 2 Cor. v. 14, 15. The Lowe of 
Chriſt conflraineth us, becauſe wwe thus judge, that if one 
died for all, then were all onc# dead; and that He died 

far all, that they which live ſhould not henceforth live to 
themſclurs, but to Him that died for them and roſe again. 

And Paul faith, 1 Tim. ii. 5, 6. That there is one God, 
and one Mediator between Gob ani Men, the Man Chriſt 
Jeſus, uh gave Himſelf a Ranſom for [4/7] to be teſti- 

fied in due Time. From whence the Reader may do 
well to conſider, that if we may underſtand the Scrip- 
ture as it is written, that there is one Gob and one 

Mediator; ſo. alſo we may underſtand from the ſame 
Scripture, that the ſame Mediator gave Himſelf in'due 
Time a Ranſom for all. Again, Paul ſaith in the ſame 
Epiſtle, Chap. i. 15. That 7 is a faithful Saying, and 
aborthy of all Acceptation, that Chriſt came into the World 
to ſave Sinners, of whom Paul was the chief. Whence 
I conclude, If He came to ſave the Chief of Sinners, 
then ſurely He left none without a Saviour, and Means 
of Salvation. Again, He faith to Titus, Chap. ii. 11. 
That the Grace of Gop that bringeth Salvation to all 
Men, hath appeared. And, Heb. ii. 9. That He by the 
Grace of God ſhould taſte Death for every Man. And, 

1 7ohn ii. 2. that He is the Propitiation for our Sins; 
and not for ours only, but alſo for the Sins of the whole 
World. And, Chap. iv. 14. he faith, (ſpeaking of him- 
ſelf and the Reſt of the Apoſtles) Ve hawe ſeen and do
